Czechoslovakia 


During the first six months of 1950, the value of Egypt’s 
exports to Czechoslovakia decreased from L. E. 3,342,172 in the 
first six months of 1949 to L.E. 1,771,416, and imports increased 
from L.E. 808,064 in the 1949 period to L.E. 1,180~,362. As in 
1949, the period eno.ed with a trade balance in favor of Egyot, 
but was decreased from L.E. 2,534,108 in the first half of 
1949 to L.E. 391,054. 


Bulgaria 


Egypt’s exports to Bulgaria in the first six months of 1950 
remained the same as in the previous year, the value being L.E. 68. 

Imports were reduced in value from L.E. 154,682 in 1949 to L.E. 39,964 

in 1950, thus reducing an unfavorable balance of trade from 

L.E. 154,614 in 1949 to L.E. 39,896 in 1950. 

A clearing and payments agreement was concluded between Egypt 
and Bulgaria on April 6, 1950 for a period of one year, the validity 
of which will be automatically extended from year to year unless 
cancellation is sent by one of the two contracting parties tv/o 
months prior to its expiration. 

Hungary 

Exports to Hungary in the first half of 1950 declined to 

L.E. 170,037 from L.E. 498,861 in the first half of 1949 while 
imports rose to L.E. 554,093 from L.E. 329,040 in 1949• Egypt’s 
import balance was increased from L.E. 169,821 in 1949 to 
L.E. 384,036 in 1950. 

A commercial and financial agreement between Egypt and 
Hungary was concluded on January 20, 1949 which became effective 
on February 26, 1949, for a period of one year, and was later 
extended for a second year. The Egyptian Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs has recently received an invitation from the Hungarian 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs suggesting that Egypt send a mission 
to Hungary to discuss the renewal of the present agreement which 

terminates February 23, 1951. 
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Rumania 

Trade with Rumania was accelerated in the first six months 
of 1930. Both exports and imports were increased over the 1949 
figures. The values of exports was increased from L.E. 33 in the 
first half of 1949 to L..E. 96,902 in 1930, and imports were in¬ 
creased from L.E. 310,921 in 1949 to L.E. 467,721'in 1930. Egypt’s 
import balance was increased from L.E. 310,888 in IQ 49 to L.E.370.819

Finland 


The value of Egypt 1 s imports from Finland in the first half 
of 1930 was reduced to L.E. 833,913 from L.E. 1,319,331 in the 
same period of 1949- Exports were increased to L.E. 98,652 from 
L.E. 41,614 in 1949- An unfavorable trade balance of L.E. 1,277,737 
in the 1949 period was reduced to L.E. 753,261.

The principal imports from the Soviet Bloc during 1951 followed the 
familiar pattern of previous years with emphasis on wheat, chiefly on a barter 
for-cotton basis, timber and wood products, nitrate of ammonia for use as 
fertilizer, tobacco in leaves, maize, sugar, textiles and small manufactures. 
Principal imports from China were tobacco in leaves, common; natural silk, 
raw and yarn; sesame and tea. 

Exports to the Soviet Bloc during 1951 also followed the same 
pattern as in previous years with cotton being by far the largest single 
item shipped to these countries. The outstanding exception to this trade 
pattern was in exports to the Soviet Union itself. A total of 98.1 percent 
of Egypt 1 s exports to the Soviet Union consisted of rice. This amounted to 

49,869 metric tons valued at $7,109,165. 

The following table indicates more clearly, the important position 
of cotton in exports to the Soviet Bloc and Communist China.

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In the case of reexports from Egypt during 1951, only Hungary 
received any appreciable amount, which represented 92*07 per cent of the 
.77 per cent of reexports to the Soviet Bloc and Communist China. The 
principal reexports In this instance were parts and accessories for 
automobiles. In secondary position vrere automobile motors and one 
internal combustion stationary engine. 


Other reexports to the Soviet Bloc consisted of very small 
amounts of consumer goods. 

Against an adverse balance for total foreign trade in 1951 
of $83,435,639, Egypt had a favorable balance of trade with the Soviet 

Bloc of $11,890,104.
